experiments on the roof of his col- 
lege building in the very heart of 
London. 
The method 
by 
which he 


doubles and trebles the si7.e of plants 
and their fruit was the result of a 
long line of experiments. 
He started 


inoculating the soil with a cultuie of 
bacteria obtained from 
the root of 


leguminous plants. 
Soil so treated, It 


was found, greatly increased the nit- 
rogenous matter in the earth and pro- 
duced more nodules on the roots. Peal 
was found to be the best medium for 
the bacteria. 


From 18 plants fed on the hacterlal- 


ized peat. Prof. P-ottomley cut 72 cu- 
cumbers weighing a pound each after 
a 20 days' growth. Sixteen pounds of 
tomatoes were taken from one vine. 


"There are thousands of acres of 


peat in Ireland which could by hac- 
terial treatment be converted Into a 
rich manure and at least double the 
productiveness of the soil." said 
the 


professor. "Incidentally, it would give 
Ireland a new industry, for its prac- 
tical inexhaustible supplies 
of 
peat 


would provide ail that is required for 
the rest of the United Kingdom." 


The government has made a grant 


for continuing the experiments.

The difference between battery Ignl- ] 


tlon and high tension magneto Ignition I 
has puzzled many automobile owners ! 
and prospective buyers. 
' 


la the magneto "ignUiun system, the 


current for ignition goes directly from 
the magneto 10 the spark plugs. 
The 


speed of the magneto increases and de- 
creases with the speed of the engine. 
The amount of current output of any 
magneto Is in direct proportion to the 
speed. 


For this reason, at the higher "engine 


speeds the magneto is furnishing a 
good hot spark—but the hot spark is 
not needed at the higher speeds. When 
the engine is running low- and pulllnic 
bad. the magneto furnishes hut a weak 
spark, although a very hot spark Is 
needed under these conditions. 
This 


uneven current output has caused the 
magneto to he relegated to the museum 
and replaced by battery ignition 
lit 
makes of; cara. 


The storage battery, of course, fur- 


nishes a uniform current. A good hot 
spark is available at all times, irre- 
spective of the engine speed. 


The battery delivers the same cur- 
rent at the slowest engine speed as It 
does at the higher rate, but the mag- 
neto gives but very little current when 
the engine Is running slowly. This Is 
why rars with hatcry ignition can be 
throttled down to a much lower speed 
than cars equipped with tho magneto. 


An objection has been given to the 
battery system, in that frequent re- 
charging of the battery is necessary. 
Recent Improvements, however, have 
made this objection invalid. 


Most cars which have battery igni- 


tion are also equipped with an electric 
generator. This grc-nerator Is driven by 
the engine, in the same way as the 
magneto Is driven, and furnishes cur- 
rent to the 
battery. 
The 
generator, 


therefore, automatically keeps the bat- 
tery charged at all times, and 
does 


away with the necessity of having It 
re-charged. 


This equipment, known as the gener- 


ator battery system, has become popu- 
lar, during recent years.

ing of not feeling well. When his sis- 
ters left the house yesterday mornin. 
he had not arisen.

had been dead several hours and it is 
supposed that upon arising he pre- 
pared immediately to take a bath. 
The fact that there had been a slight 
gas leak In one of the gas pipes of 
the house for a week or more, led to 


sensational, but entirely unfounded 


rumor.

on the firm's law business alone, and 
with success. 
He was a very able 


awyer and enjoyed the respect anc 
confidence of all the practicing attor-

sound, his judgment good, and he was 
the soul of honor in all his dealings 
His ability wns well known to those 
who were Intimately acquainted with 
him.

Mystery in Accident 


How hte accident happenrted could 


not be explained. 
It was saJd that 


the first car stojjped near the corner 
of Lowell and Causeway sts. when 
Motormann O'Leary. found the block 
signal set against him. His car hat 
been at a standstill only a short 
time when the crash came. Why two 
cars were in the same "block" Is 
also inexplicable by the "L." 


The number of. passengers on tho 


cars could not be given, but it was 
said that they 
were not crowded 


Neither car left the rails and this 
had much to do with preventing a 
wild panic, as the rails at this point 
arc many feet above the pavements. 


The crash of glass and screams of 


men and women in the cars were 
heard by company officials on duty 
at 
the Korlh 
station, two blocks 


away, 
who 
rushed 
to 
the 
scene. 


When they saw the injured scattered 
fihout the cars they sent for ambu- 
lances from the Relief hospital. 


Before 
these 
ambulances arrived 


an inspector 
of th'e road, realizing 


that It would be painful for tho in- 
jured to be carried over the rails 
for two blocks and then downstairs 
to 
the 
ambulances on the street 


stopped a car outbound on the other 
track and used it as an ambulance. 


The tracks wore cleared and the 


car rushed to the Haymnrkrt sub- 
way station, where the passengers 
were carrier] across the square to 
the hospital. 
The badly injured were 


moved in ambulances rushed from 
the scene of the accident to the- sub- 
way station.

Tho cemetery commissioners 
at a 


meeting held last night elected Thom- 
as Duckworth superintendent of ceme- 
teries. 
Mr. Harris was the only mem- 


ber to vole against the election of Mr. 
Duckworth and he gave as his reason 
that he believed Iho oflico of superin- 
tendent could be abolished and he had 
given his word he would favor econ- 
omy, ilr. Duckworth was elected for six 
months subject to the approval of the 
civil service commission. 
The meeting 


was attended by several Kdson ceme- 
tery lot owners. 


Secretary Osgood read a communi- 


cation from the city clerk notifying 
the commission of the repeal by tho 
municipal council of a. section of tho 
ordinance creating the ofiice of public 
cemeteries. 


Mr. Harris thought that the lot own- 


ers who had given $90,000 in perpetual 
care funds, and many thousands more 
In monuments, should have something 
to say about who will be superintend- 
ent or foreman and he said the lot 
owners were present for the purpose 
of giving them an opportunity to ex- 
press themselves in the matter. 


Chairman Robertson, addressing the 


lot owners, said that the commission 
first found itself with very slight pow- 
er over the cemeteries. He said that
